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DETAILED ACTION

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Umeda et al (6,388,358). 

Umeda et al disclose a method comprising forming a first copying surface in a 
slot opening forming cut of each slot arranged on the end surface of the stator core so 
as to be curved along a bending direction of the corresponding electric conductors (see 
Fig. 4A), forming a second copying surface P on a bending member inserted into an 
area between two groups of coil ends of the electric conductors of the two slots adjacent 
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to each other in the circumferential direction for each pair of slots adjacent to each other 
so as to be curved along the bending direction of the corresponding electric conductors 
(see Fig. 7); and bending each of the electric conductors along a successively-curved 
shape formed out of both the corresponding first copying surface and the corresponding 
second copying surface (see Fig. 7). 

As applied to claims 2-6, Fig. 7 depicted the configuration requirements recited in 
these claims. 

As applied to claim 7, Fig 7 of the Umeda et al shows the conductor being 
bonded together as to form the winding, note that area below conductors section 33c or 
P as broadly as readable as "a first copying surface", and reference No. 33c or P as 
broadly as readable as "a second copying surface" and further, an area that extruded 
beyond section 33c or P section as broadly as readable as "a third copying surface" as 
claimed by the present invention's claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. Claims 1-6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Umeda et al (6,388,358). 

If it is argued that Umeda et al do not teach a first, second and third copying 
surface and their configuration requirement therefrom then, it would have been an 
obvious matter of design choice to choose any desired first and second and third 
copying surface as recited in these claims, since applicant has not disclosed that these 
features are critical, patentably distinguishing features and it appears that the invention 
would perform equally well with the configuration where a first, second and third copying 
surfaces as shown in the prior art reference (see Fig.7, which shows the conductors or 
coil ends being bonded together as to form the winding, also fig. 7 depicts a first 
copying surface as an area below 33c or P and second copying surface as 33c or P , 
and third copying surface as shown as top portion of 33c or P , etc. 

As applied to claims 2-7, limitations of these claims are also met by the modified 
above, Note that Fig. 7 of the reference shows the coil ends being jointed together and 
the coil ends having the configuration requirement recited in these claims (see P, and 
33c and end portions of the coil ends).
